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THE  ROMAN  FORUM

THE  FLAVIANS 
CAESAR  XII,  DOMITIAN 


That  a  monster  of  this  proportion  could 
be  a  son  and  a  brother  of  two  of  the 
greatest  men  of  the  first  century  of  Rome 
is  truly  incredible.  With  the  well  deserved 
assassination  of  Domitian.  Rome  entered 
into  an  era  of  peace  and  calmness  so 
great  that  almost  a  hundred  years  would 
pass  before  patrician  and  plebian  alike 
would  again  writhe  in  the  grip  of  another 
megalomaniac. 

Domitian  was  born  October  24.  51 
A.D..  a  month  before  his  father.  Ves¬ 
pasian.  took  the  office  of  Consul.  The 
house,  located  on  Pomegranate  Street  in 
the  Sixth  District  of  Rome,  was  later 
converted  into  the  Temple  of  the  Flavians. 
(1)  His  youth  was  rather  degraded  and 
poverty  stricken  with  not  even  silver  for 
the  family  table.  He  was  left  alone  in 
Rome  when  Vespasian  broke  with  Vitel- 
*i us  and  when  the  Flavians  were  burned 
alive  by  Vitellius.  Domitian  disguised 
himself  as  a  priest  and  hid  in  the 
caretaker's  quarters.  His  later  youth  and 
early  manhood  were  spent  in  wild,  even 
lawless,  abandon  af  power  and  position. 
Over-shadowed  as  he  was  by  the  power¬ 
ful  personage  of  his  brother,  Titus,  his 
burning  ambition  to  excel  soon  became 
jealousy  and  hatred. 

In  one  attempt,  he  invaded  Gaul  and 
Germania  with  a  large  army.  When  he 
encountered  no  enemy,  he  purchased  a 
large  number  of  slaves,  prisoners  of  the 
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Catti,  to  simulate  a  triumph.  (2)  When 
Titus  was  stricken  and  on  his  death  bed. 
Domitian  ordered  all  attendants  to  leave 
before  he  was  really  dead,  thus  giving 
widespread  suspicion  of  poison.  For 
some  time  after  the  death  of  Vespasian. 
Domitian  considered  attempting  to  bribe 
the  troops  into  revolting  against  Titus  by 
offering  them  a  bounty  twice  as  large  as 
that  given  by  his  brother.(3)  Never  did  he 
stop  plotting,  secretly  or  openly,  against 
Titus. 

At  the  beginning  of  his  reign.  Domitian 
would  spend  hours  every  day  catching 
flies  and  impaling  them  on  pins.  It  was  the 
belief  of  Suetonius  that  Domitian  was 
made  greedy  by  lack  of  funds  and  made 
cruel  by  fear  of  assassination. (40)  The 
Second  Persecution  of  the  Christians  was 
under  the  reign  of  Domitian,  A  law  was 
passed  "that  no  Christian,  once  brought 
before  the  tribunal,  should  be  exempted 
from  punishment  without  renouncing  his 
religion. "(5)  It  was  in  this  period  of  time 
that  Simeon,  bishop  of  Jerusalem  was 
crucified  and  St.  John  the  Divine,  one  of 
the  Twelve  Apostles,  was  thrown  into  a 
caldron  of  boiling  oil,  but  by  a  miracle  of 
God.  was  delivered  unharmed. (6) 

Domitian  made  several  social  innova¬ 
tions:  the  corn  issue  was  cancelled:  two 
new  colors  of  chariot  drivers,  the  golds 
and  the  purples,  were  added  to  the

circus,  and  actors  were  banned  from 
public  appearance.  Also,  castration  was 
strictly  prohibited  so  that  the  price  of 
eunuchs  was  controlled  by  the  slave 
dealers.) 7)  In  the  first  few  years  of  his 
reign.  Domitian  seems  to  have  followed 
somewhat  in  the  footsteps  of  his  father 
and  his  brother.  However,  these  charac¬ 
teristics  were  not  to  be  seen  for  long  for 
his  cruel  and  depraved  nature  began  to 
emerge.  Senator  and  slave  were  exe¬ 
cuted  at  a  whim  and  stark  terror  stalked 
the  streets.  To  hold  the  loyalty  of  the 
army,  a  raise  of  33'/3%  (8)  in  soldiers  pay 
was  made.  The  common  soldier  was 
being  paid  nine  aurei  per  year:  now  it 
was  twelve  and  the  need  for  more  taxes 
skyrocketed.  This,  coupled  with  his  re¬ 
building  programs,  was  just  too  much  for 
the  revenue  so  that  other  sources  must  be 
found.  Informers  were  paid  to  perjure 
themselves  so  that  estates  might  be 
confiscated  .  .  .  even  after  the  death  of  the 
owner.  Particularly  high  taxes  were  levied 
against  the  Jews.  This  was  a  tax  collected 
simply  for  the  privilege  of  worshipping  in 
the  Jewish  faith. (9) 

Throughout  all  his  later  years.  Domitian 
was  tormented  with  the  fear  of  assassina¬ 
tion.  Even  his  father  while  at  a  banquet, 
teased  him  for  refusing  a  dish  of  mush¬ 
rooms  saying  that  he  should  be  more 
afraid  of  swords  as  this  was  his  destiny. 
Strangely  enough,  early  astrological  pre¬ 
dictions  had  stated  the  day  and  the  hour 
of  his  death.(IO)  The  conspirators,  know¬ 
ing  these  facts,  used  them  to  their 
advantage. 

When  asked  the  time  by  Domitian. 
fearing  the  fifth  hour,  the  freedmen  who 
attended  him  and  among  the  conspiri- 
tors,  replied  untruthfully.  The  sixth  hour." 


In  reality  it  was  the  fifth,  the  hour  of  death 
Given  this  false  sense  of  security  that  the 
dreaded  hour  had  passed,  Domitian  re¬ 
laxed  but  in  a  few  moments  he  would  be 
dead:  stabbed  first  in  the  groin  and  then 
followed  by  seven  more  strokes  admin¬ 
istered  by  Stephanus.  steward  of  his  wife. 
Domitilla.  and  four  more  men  of  Rome 
who  were  dedicated  to  freedom  and  the 
people.  Thus  Domitian  died  at  the  age  of 
44  years  on  September  18.  96  A.D.  His 
body  was  carried  away  on  a  common 
litter  by  public  undertakers  as  though  he 
were  a  pauper.  Suetonius  tells  us  that  he 
was  tall  and  well  made  except  for  his  feet 
which  were  hammer-toed.  He  had  a 
ruddy  complexion,  rather  weak  eyes  and 
a  very  non-lmpenous  expression.  In  his 
later  years,  he  lost  most  of  his  hair 
(though  he  would  never  permit  a  hint  of 
this  on  his  coins)  and  developed  a  paunch 
and  thin  spindling  legs. 

The  coinages  of  Domitian.  unlike 
those  of  Titus,  extended  far  beyond  those 
issues  which  were  overshadowed  by 
Vespasian.  The  mint  of  Rome  contributed 
almost  all  of  coins  which  were  carried  in 
the  purse  of  the  man  of  the  street 
Perhaps  the  issues  of  greatest  interest 
were  the  gold  five  aurei  and  the  silver 
eight  denarii  struck,  most  probably,  to 
commemorate  the  military  successes  of 
A.D  85  and  92  and  the  Saecular  Games 
of  A.D  88  (1 1 )  The  first  issues  are  styled 
after  those  of  Titus  but  in  later  years 
develop  a  high  artistic  level.  However,  to 
some  observers  it  would  seem  that  little 
imagination  is  shown  in  the  reverses  with 
only  few  exceptions. 

The  great  fire  of  A  D  80  is  thought  to 
have  virtually  destroyed  both  Imperial  and 
Senatonal  mints.  Yet.  Domitian  struck  in 
all  metals  immediately  upon  his  acession 
The  year  A  D  83  brings  a  complete  void 
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in  aes  and  when  it  was  resumed  the 
following  year,  we  find  a  new  reverse 
inscription.  MONETA  AVGVSI.  This 
seems  to  suggest  that  Domitian  had 
incorporated  the  aes  striking  Senatorial 
mint  into  his  gold  and  silver  striking 
imperial  mint  (1 2)  and.  thereby,  lessening 
the  power  of  the  Senate. 

Now  let  us  look  at  the  coins  them¬ 
selves.  Domitians  first  coins  were  struck 
in  A.D  72  but  under  his  father.  Ves¬ 
pasian  They  bore  the  date  COS  DES  II 
and  were  struck  in  conjunction  with 
the  Judean  Triumph  but  do  not  bear  any 
direct  allusion  to  it.  This  issue  was  strictly 
aes  but  the  following  year,  bearing  the 
date  COS  II.  saw  the  utterance  of  gold  and 
silver.  The  next  eight  years  saw  many 
issues  in  all  metals  bearing  the  legend 
PRINCIP  IWENT.  or  similar,  proclaiming 
to  all  the  people  he  was  Prince  of  Youth 
Eclipsed  as  he  was  by  the  powerful 
personalities  of  his  father  and  his  brother, 
his  coinages  of  this  period  seem  to  reflect 
much  of  this  lack-lustre  attraction.  As 
though  intimidated  by  those  long  years  of 
suppression,  Domitian's  coinage  plunges 
into  even  longer  years  of  monotonous 
issues  of  the  Minerva  (13)  reverses. 

Few  reverses  show  anything  of  great 
interest.  There  is  a  cast  of  a  coin  in  the 
British  Museum  which  bears  a  reverse  of 
the  Coliseum  but  it  is  subject  to  great 
doubt  as  not  genuine  specimen  had  ever 
been  seen. (14)  A.D.  85  brings  the  GER¬ 
MANIA  CAPTA  issues  as  it  was  in  this 
year  that  the  Dacian  tribes  under  Dece- 
balus  swarmed  across  the  Danube  and 
overran  Moesia.  Domitian  led  an  army 
against  them  and  checked  their  progress 
but  he  soon  became  involved  in  a  quarrel 
with  the  Macromanm  and  the  Quadi.  This 
loss  of  the  support  of  his  allies  on  this 
front  forced  hirn  to  conclude  an  inglorious 


peace  with  Decebalus  and  highly  inadvan- 
tageous  to  Rome.  Domitian  returned, 
celebrated  a  double  triumph  and  erected 
a  colossal  equestrian  statue  to  himself  in 
the  Forum. (1  5)  Only  gold  and  aes  were 
struck  for  this  occasion. 

Perhaps  the  most  interesting  issues  of 
all  were  those  of  LUDI  SAECULARES.  the 
Secular  Games,  which  were  celebrated 
only  once  in  a  century  or  age.  (16) 
Augustus  reestablished  the  games  in  the 
year  of  Rome  737  (1  7  B.C.)  These 
games  were  to  be  celebrated  every  1 1 0 
years  but  Claudius  celebrated  them  in 
honor  of  the  year  of  Rome  800.  Not  to  be 
outdone  by  anyone.  Domitian  again  held 
them  in  A.D.  88.  some  five  years  short  of 
the  110  years  from  Augustus  games. 
This  most  interesting  series  seems  to  have 
been  struck  in  very  small  quantities  and 
only  the  aes  depict  the  informative 
scenes  of  the  celebrations.  The  gold  and 
silver  (1  7),  due  to  the  small  flans,  do  little 
in  the  way  of  recording  as  do  the  larger 
bronzes.  These  denarii  are  offered  at 
times  but  rarely  are  the  bronzes  seen 
offered 

Lugdunum  struck  for  only  two  years. 
A.D  81  82.  before  being  closed.  We  are 
led  to  believe  that  these  issues  are 
common  to  scarce,  though  not  rare.(18) 
The  BMC  sets  forth  a  single  worn  quad- 
rans  to  be  the  product  of  the  mint  of 
Commagene.  It  is  listed  with  no  comment 
as  to  scarcity. 

With  the  unmourned  passing  of  Domi¬ 
tian,  we  see  the  end  of  an  era;  the  passing 
of  an  age  He  was  the  last  of  the  Flavians 
and  the  Twelfth  Caesar

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MONEY  CLICHES 
DIME  A  DOZEN 

Back  in  1 880.  the  story  goes.  Secre¬ 
tary  of  State  William  M.  Evarts  showed  an 
English  friend  where  George  Washington 
was  supposed  to  have  thrown  a  dollar 
across  the  Potomac. 

His  friend  expressed  surprise  that 
Washington  was  able  to  throw  it  that  far. 

"But  you  must  remember  that  a  dollar 
went  farther  in  those  days."  Evarts  is  said 
to  have  replied,  according  to  an  article 
written  by  Edgar  Miller.  Associated  Press 
writer. 

In  these  days  of  inflation,  everybody 
can  remember  when  a  dollar  "went 
farther."  since  it  was  usual'y  just  yester¬ 
day,  And  as  inflation  grows  and  grows,  as 
the  beast  is  prone  to  do.  among  the 
victims  will  be  a  lot  of  well-worn  cliches. 

For  example,  we  could  reach  the  point 
where  a  man  who  calls  his  girlfriend  "my 
million  dollar  baby"  will  be  called  a 
cheapskate  by  the  young  lady. 

Or  the  man  who  ends  up  his  day  saying 
resignedly,  "another  day.  another  wheel¬ 
barrow  full  of  worthless  dollars." 

And  what  about  that  favorite  of 
bombastic  orators,  "almighty  dollar"? 
What  can  they  say  when  the  dollar  isn't 
"worth  a  plugged  nickel"? 

It's  already  rather  insulting  to  tell 
somebody  "a  penny  for  your  thoughts." 
And  if  all  you've  got  to  contribute  is  "my 
two  cents'  worth"  it's  probably  best  to 
keep  your  mouth  shut. 

And  "a  dollar  to  a  doughnut"  may  soon 
be  an  even  bet. 

At  least  one  popular  game  might  have 
to  make  some  revisions  to  meet  the 
inflation  mentality.  Whoever  heard,  in 
these  times,  of  only  getting  $200  for 
passing  Go? 


Of  course,  many  things  have  already 
gone  by  the  board.  Remember  the  days 
when  some  wiseacre  would  answer  the 
telephone  by  saying.  "It's  your  nickel"?  In 
Washington.  D.C.  he  would  have  already 
have  to  say.  "It's  your  20  cents,"  which 
doesn't  have  the  same  ring. 

If  Thomas  Riley  Marshall  were  to  say 
today.  "What  this  country  needs  is  a 
good  5-cent  cigar"  somebody  would 
probably  come  back  with.  "What  this 
country  really  needs  is  a  good  5-cent 
nickel." 

With  inflation  eating  away  savings, 
such  exhortations  to  thrift  as  "a  penny 
saved  is  a  penny  earned"  are  likely  to  be 
replaced  by  something  like  "a  dollar  spent 
quickly  is  a  dollar  saved." 

STAR  NOTES 

A  frequently  asked  question  is:  "What 
is  the  significance  of  the  star  that  appears 
in  front  of  the  serial  number  of  some 
pieces  of  United  States  currency." 

When  a  note  is  mutilated  in  the  course 
of  manufacture  it  has  to  be  replaced.  To 
replace  it  with  a  note  of  exactly  the  same 
number  as  that  on  the  imperfect  speci¬ 
men  would  require  the  use  of  a  special 
machine,  and  would  be  costly  and  delay¬ 
ing.  In  consequence,  "star”  notes  are 
substituted.  Except  they  have  their  own 
special  serial  number  and  a  star,  these 
notes  are  the  same  as  the  others,  and  of 
course,  are  worth  only  the  face  value.  On 
U  S.  notes  and  silver  certificates,  the  star 
is  substituted  for  the  prefix  letter,  on 
Federal  Reserve  notes,  for  the  suffix  letter.

TRANSYLVANIA  HAD  COINS  TOO! 

Transylvania,  once  a  part  of  Hungary 
issued  many  coins  and  they  are  very  rare 
today.  Most  of  them  were  issued  under 
Michael  Apafi  during  the  years  1 632  to 
1690.  Numismatically.  more  coins  were 
struck  during  that  period  than  in  many 
centuries.  Transylvania  had  rich  gold  and 
silver  mines,  and  almost  300  different 
coins  were  struck  during  Apafi's  reign  in 
both  metals,  among  which  were  the  first 
100  ducat  coins.  Some  of  these  coins 
were  shaped  as  objects  or  animals  sup¬ 
posed  to  endow  their  owner  with  super¬ 
natural  powers.

CANADA  $5  GOLD 

In  1912,  Canada  introduced  its  only 
gold  coinage,  which  consisted  of  $5  and 
$  1 0  gold  pieces.  The  series  continued  for 
three  years.  Both  before  and  after.  Canada 
continued  to  coin  gold  sovereigns,  which 
were  coins  of  the  realm,  rather  than  coins 
intended  for  circulation.

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1.5  MILLION  AMERICANS  BOUGHT 
GOLD  BULLION  IN  1978 


A  record-high  1.5  million  Americans 
invested  in  gold  bullion  last  year,  accord¬ 
ing  to  Rubenstein,  Wolfson  &  Co.  of  New 
York  City.  But  unlike  earlier  generations  of 
European  gold  buyers,  they  preferred  it  in 
attractive,  easy  to  handle  gold  coins 
rather  than  the  traditional  bars  and  wafers. 

In  past  years  private  investors,  for  the 
most  part,  bought  bars  in  about  eight 
different  sizes  ranging  from  one-half 
ounce  to  400  ounces.  Over  time  such 
names  as  Englehard.  Rothchild  and  Swiss 
Credit  Bank  became  world  famous  as 
producer-brand  names  on  gold  bars. 

Those  world-famous  names  continue 
to  appear  on  the  gold  bars  traded  by 
governments,  banks,  and  very  large  fi¬ 
nancial  institutions.  But  now  new  names 
have  become  better  known  to  small 
investors.  They  are  the  Mexican  Peso,  the 
Austrian  Krona  and  the  South  African 
Kruggerrand. 

Last  year  alone  more  than  six  million 
Krugerrands  were  sold  to  investors  world¬ 
wide.

production  for  the  year. 

Buyers  have  been  attracted  to  bullion 
coins  by  a  variety  of  factors  that  involve 
the  application  of  modern  marketing 
techniques  to  this  most  ancient  and 
durable  of  precious  metals. 

The  easy  division  of  the  coins  is 
particularly  appealing.  The  owner  of  10 
one-ounce  Krugerrands  can  sell  any  por¬ 
tion  of  his  holdings,  whereas  the  owner  of 
a  1 0-ounce  bar  has  to  sell  the  whole  bar.

The  more  serious  side  of  gold  bullion 
ownership  —  and  sometimes  to  numis¬ 
matists.  too  —  is  to  provide  a  hedge 
against  inflation  during  periods  of  global 
uncertainty  Gold,  its  advocates  point 
out.  has  been  treasured  by  man  for  6.000 
years.

Though  this  series 
continued  until  1933,  only  the  1907 
issues,  and  then  only  part  of  them,  were 
dated  in  Roman  numerals.  These  coins 
are  distinguished  by  their  high  relief.

relief  was  so  high  on  the  early  issue  the 
coins  could  not  be  stacked. 


LIBERTY  STANDS 

The  Standing  Liberty  quarter  was  de¬ 
signed  by  Herman  A.  McNeil  Intro¬ 
duced  late  in  1916.  its  coinage  continued 
through  1930.  After  1925  the  pedestal 
on  which  Liberty  stands  was  depressed  so 
the  date  would  not  wear  off  so  easily.

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The  President’s  Medal’  Remaindered 


The  most  recent  book  on  inaugural 
medals  —  the  official  medallic  mementos 
issued  every  four  years  on  the  occasion  of 
the  inaugural  ceremonies  of  the  president 
of  the  United  States  —  has  been  remain¬ 
dered  and  the  firm  of  Johnson  &  Jensen 
of  Danbury.  Conn,  has  purchased  the 
entire  remaining  supply  of  the  book. 

Entitled  "The  President's  Medal. 
1789-1977."  the  book  was  the  work  of 
author  Neil  McNeil  and  was  published  in 
January  1977.

The  National  Portrait  Gallery,  a  part  of 
the  Smithsonian  Institution,  published  the 
book  in  association  with  Clarkson  N. 
Potter,  Inc.  of  New  York  City.  The  book 
was  distributed  throughout  the  book 
trade  by  Crown  Publishers.  Inc.,  also  of 
New  York. 

The  Connecticut!  medallic  firm  has 
announced  reduced  prices  for  the  book. 
Formerly  priced  in  paper  cover  at  $8.95. 
Johnson  &  Jensen  is  now  selling  it  for 
$4.00  The  book  was  also  published  in 
cloth  at  $1 2.95;  this  edition  is  now 
available  at  $9.95.

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States  Mint,  the  inherent  problems  of  a 
once-every-fourth-year  event,  and  the 
personalities  active  in  high  level  govern¬ 
ment.

Marvin  S.  Sadik.  director  of  the  Na¬ 
tional  Portrait  Gallery,  wrote  the  introduc¬ 
tion  to  the  book,  and  34  collectors, 
private  citizens  and  organizations  lent 
material  for  the  two-month  long  exhibi¬ 
tion. 

Journalist  MacNeil.  a  staff  member  of 
the  Washington  bureau  of  Time  magazine 
who  covers  Congressional  topics,  in¬ 
cluded  many  items  from  his  own  collec¬ 
tion  for  illustration.  His  interests  in  nu¬ 
mismatics  includedthe  1976  U  S.  Assay 
Commission  which  he  served  as  chair¬ 
man.

WHAT  DOES  'PROOF"  MEAN? 

Official  U.S.  Treasury  Department  lan¬ 
guage  describes  proof  coins  as  "... 
pieces  made  from  carefully  selected  coin 
blanks  that  have  been  highly  polished 
before  being  fed  to  the  presses.  The  dies, 
made  solely  for  this  purpose,  are  also 
highly  polished,  and  are  buffed  during 
use.  In  order  to  minimize  the  scratches 
and  abrasions,  the  coins  are  hand-fed  to  a 
slow-moving  press.  The  slower  action 
assures  sharper. -more  even  impressions 
and  makes  the  design  more  distinct.  Each 
com  is  struck  twice.  The  finished  coins 
have  an  almost  mirror  surface.” 

CANADA  S  1949  DOLLAR 

The  1 949  Canadian  silver  dollar  com¬ 
memorated  the  entrance  of  Newfound¬ 
land  into  the  Canadian  Confederacy. 
Shown  on  the  coin  is  the  Mathew."  ship 
of  John  Cabot.  The  die  for  this  com  was 
cut  directly  into  steel  by  Thomas  Shingles,

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Proof  Coins  Issued  by 
Turks  and  Caicos  Islands 

Two  proof  coins,  one  a  10-crown 
denomination  and  the  other  a  1  uu-crown 
denomination  in  gold,  will  be  issued  by 
the  British  Colony  of  the  T urks  and  Caicos 
Islands  to  commemorate  the  tenth  anni¬ 
versary  of  Prince  Charles'  investiture  as 
Prince  of  Wales. 

The  design  for  the  coins  was  personally 
approved  by  the  Prince's  mother.  Queen 
Elizabeth  II.  It  is  an  historic  design,  for  it 
will  not  only  mark  the  first  time  that  the 
Queen  and  the  Crown  Prince  have  ap¬ 
peared  together  on  the  same  coin,  but 
also  the  first  time  in  the  history  of  British 
coinage  that  the  ruling  monarch  has 
appeared  on  the  same  coin  with  the  heir 
apparent  to  the  throne. 

The  design  will  feature  the  Arnold 
Machin  portrait  of  the  Queen  on  the 
obverse.  On  the  reverse  will  be  a  profile 
portrait  of  Prince  Charles  along  with  the 
traditional  investiture  regalia  designed 
and  executed  in  1911  when  the  cere¬ 
mony  was  revived  after  falling  out  of  use 
for  300  years.  The  trappings  of  investiture 
include  a  ring  formed  by  two  dragons 
grasping  an  amethyst,  the  golden  sceptre 
of  government  derived  from  a  shepherd's 
staff,  a  sword  with  dragons  guarding  the 
crown  and  the  scabbard  encircled  with 
the  motto.  "I  Serve".  The  only  new  piece 
of  the  investiture  regalia,  a  crown  of 
enamelled  platinum  set  with  75  dia¬ 
monds  and  1 2  emeralds  designed  and 
made  especially  for  Prince  Charles'  invest¬ 
iture  in  1 969.  is  also  included  on  the 
coin's  reverse.

A  viking  "penny”  was  found  on  the 
coast  of  Maine  which  some  experts  claim 
is  worth  approximately  $10,000.  The 
Maine  State  Museum's  archeologist  says 
further  exploration  is  needed  to  determine 
when  the  coin  -  made  400  years  before 
Columbus  left  Spain  -  actually  was  carried 
to  Maine.  The  authenticity  of  the  penny 
was  confirmed  by  one  of  the  leading 
experts  on  Norse  coins  -  Kolbiorn  Skaare. 
chief  curator  of  coin  studies  at  the 
University  of  Oslo. 

State  archeologists  said  the  coin  prob¬ 
ably  was  either  carried  to  Maine  by 
Indians  who  traded  with  Viking  settle¬ 
ments  in  the  Canadian  Maritimes.  or  the 
site  was  actuajly  occupied  for  a  time  by 
vikings. 

The  coin  was  struck  in  the  kingdom  of 
Norway  in  the  period  1065  to  1080 
during  the  reign  of  King  Olaf  III.  Skaare 
said  the  com  appeared  to  be  the  oldest 
bona  fide  and  datable  artifact  found  in 
North  America  and  the  southernmost 
North  American  find  of  any  sign  of  a 
possible  viking  visit 

Museum  director  Paul  E  Rivard  said 
the  com  was  found  by  an  amateur 
archeologist  and  was  donated  to  the 
museum  four  years  ago  along  with  more 
than  20,000  artifacts  found  at  the  same 
site.
